Callaway, who was named stand- 
ing master to review the facts in the 
guit of the Destructor company, of New 
York, against the city of Atlanta. 

The findings of the master, covering 
many pages, filed in the fed- 
eral court, and in every contention the 
city loses in favor of the Destructor 
company. Attorneys for the company 
are of the opinion that Judge New- 
man, who is sitting on the case, will 
render a decree in accord with the 
master’s finding. 

“Findings Are Final.” 

“The effect of the ruling of Major 
Callaway, special master in the crema- 
tory case, practically the same as 
‘the verdict of a jury in the lower 
court,” said a member of the firm of 
Evins, Spence & Moore, attorneys for 
the company, Wednesday. “His findings 
are reviewed by the court and are 
final. 

“Upon every material point in the 
case the master has found in favor of 
the company against the city. The 
effect of these findings, if they are not 
reversed, will be that the company will 
receive judgment against the city for 
$191,551, with interest on same until 
the final payment, which will likely 
be several additional thousand dollars, 
is made. 

‘On top of this the cost in the case 
will certainly exceed $10,000. It has 
been erroneously stated that the par- 
ties are to divide these costs. This is 
not true. The rule of the court re- 
quires each side to advance half of 
the costs, but at the end of the litiga- 
tion the court may place the entire cost 
on the party who has’ catsed the liti- 
Sation.

NEW TRIAL DENIED 


Justice Ford of New York 
Supreme Court Holds That 
Alleged New Evidence Is 
Practically Valueless.

sNew York, July 28.—Justice John 


Ford, of the supreme court, tonight de- 
nied a new trial to Charles Becker, 
the former police lieutenant under sen- 
tence of death for instigating the 
murder of Herman Rosenthal, the 
gambler. The decision means. that 
Becker must be electrocuted on Friday. 

Justice Ford announced his decision 
at 10 o’clock. He had labored for sev- 
eral days and nights on sub- 
mitted for and against the applica- 
tion for a new trial. He called the 
waiting newspaper men into his cham- 
bers in a downtown office building 
and, as his secretary handed them 
copies of his typewritten decision, the 
justice said: 

"I have denied the motion for a new 
trial. And this is my birthday. I'm 
53 today. It’s a pretty tough way to 
spend your birthday, isn’t it?’ 

The justice added that he had 
planned to spend the day with his wife 
and daughter. 

Spent Hours on Opinion. 

“IT virtually arrived at my decision 
Tuesday night,” said Justice Ford, 
“but spent many hours. since then 
phrasing and arranging the opinion.” 

Then the justice chatted for several 
minutes on the law involved in the 
case. Only newspaper men, his secre- 
tary and brother, Michael Ford, and a 
clerk were present. None of Becker's 
counsel was there. 

Mrs. Becker was said at that very 
moment to be visiting her husband in 
Sing Sing. 

Justice Ford's decision goes into the 
details of the affidavits filed by 
Becker's attorneys and declares that 
the evidence proffered “is for the most 
part cumulative, and~ hence insuffi- 
cient.” 

Referring to the plea of W. Bourke 
Cockran, chief counsel for Becker, 
that the right to grant a new trial is 
inherent in the court, the decision 
Bays: 

“IT cannot find anywhere in the au- 
thorities even a suggestion that this 
court possesses any such (inherent) 
power. On the contrary, as has been 
pointed out, the power is granted by 
statute and might be exercised in 
Strict compliance with it.” 

In conclusion the court said: 

“As I study the authority and ex- 
amine the affidavits, the conviction 
has grown upon me that it (a new 
trial) could not be granted without 
disregarding the law and attempting 
to usurp the functions of another de- 
partment of government. 

“The motion is therefore denied.” 


The Case of Benham. 


The decision refers at some length 
to the case of R. C. Benham, which 
was urged by Mr. Cockran as grounds 
for granting a new trial. It declares 
the resemblance between the Benham 
and Becker motions is that the de- 
fendants each had knowledge of the 
facts sought to be proved at the time 
of the trial and was not permitted by 
his lawyers to testify concerning them. 
In the Benham case there was new 
evidence aside from the defendant's, 
but the court finds no such new evi- 
dence in the Becker motion. 

Howard C. Benham was convicted at 
Batavia, N. Y., in 1897, of wife murder. 
At his trial he did not take the stand. 
The court of appeals affirmed his con- 
viction and Supreme Court Justice 
Hooker later granted a new trial. Jus- 
tice Ford pointed out that Benham’s 
case differed from that of Becker in 
that Benham wanted to take the stand, 
but his lawyers would not permit him. 

Justice Ford puts this question in the 
decision: 

“Does the evidence set forth as new- 
ly discovered in the affidavits on be- 
half of the defendant meet the re- 
quirements of the statute and of the 
court of appeals?” 


Evidence of No Weight. 


He then interprets the affidavits as 
follows: 

“As to the defendant’s own affida- 
vit, it is not contended that it sets 
forth newly discovered evidence and 
must be disregarded. 

“Kaufmann’'s two affidavits detall 
cartain conversations with RBridgeie 
Webber, Rosenthal, Mrs. Rosenthal Ap- 
plebaum and one Muttle, very little of 
which would be admissible under the 
rules of evidence. 

“So. of the affidavit of Edward C. 
Ginty, which purports to give the sub- 
stance of a conversation had with 
Rose to the effect that it was not in- 
tended that Rosenthal should be killed 
that Rose had more than $5,000 in his 
possession to be given to Rosenthal for 
the purpose of getting him out of the 
Way and that Rose was ‘shocked and 
disappointed’ when he heard of Rogsen- 
thal’s death. The only theory on which 
this evidence could be considered com- 
petent is that it might be introduced to 
impeach or contradict Rose. But such 
proposed evidence is clearly of no 
weight upon this action. 

“The same may be said of the affi- 
davit of the convict Murphy.” 

The affidavits of John F. McIntvre 
and Martin T. Manton, of counsel for 
Becker; Deputy Warden Johnson, of 
Sing Sing, and Harry M. Applebaum 
former private secretary to the late 
Senator Timothy Sullivan, are declared 
to offer no new evidence. The opinion 
dismisses the other affidavits as imma- 
terial and incompetent. 

No Mistake Being Made.

“To Our Managers and Players: It is 
quite evident that some players in the 
Kederal league are lurking behind their 
so-called iron-clad contracts, feeling 
sure that they will continue to draw 
their salaries for the term of their 
contracts, irrespective of what of serv- 
ice they perform. 

“I simply wish to notify such players 
that from this day on they had better 
not feel so secure because instructions 
to all club presidents that they should 
immediately suspend, without pay, any 
who fails to keep in 
condition and thus ‘fulfills his part 
of the terms of the contract, and in 
cases of dissipation have issued in- 
structions to immediately cancel the 
contract, whether or not it contains the 
ten-day clause. 

“The Federal league has operated 
along the lines of treating all ball 
players as human beings, but I regret 
to say that some players have failed 
to show 
forts. This is a warning that, if not 
given attention, may deprive some of 
you of the healthy revenue you are now 
enjoying. Activity ,energy and a show- 
ing of real interest in your work is 
what we want and demand... Other- 
wise you must suffer the consequences.” 

President Gilmore closes with the 
statement that the work of each player 
will be closely watched from this 
time on.

the last meeting of the board. 
hearing was set for August 10, when 
the board will be called upon to show 
why the injunction should not be per- 
manent, 

The petition was filed by 
James T. Wright tor Earl Griggs, i. 
G. Griggs, E. L. Townsley, E. King, 
Walter M. Fudge, Luther Ho. Still and 
Lee Powell. These petitioners describe 
themselves as ,taxpayers and 
of the public schools of the city. 

The petition sets forth that under 
city ordinance 2304 the board may 
change books once in every five years 
and states that the board has violated 
this law in making the present change, 
since the Frye geographies were select- 
ed for a period of five years at its mee- 
ing in August, 1914. The petitioners 
also say that book lists were 
lated at the close of school, last June, 
in which the Frye geographies were 
named for the school year 1915-16. They 
claim, therefore, that the chane4 to 
the Tarr-McMurray book recently was 
a violation of this law. 

Members of the board who voted for 
the new geography stated Wednesday 
that the petitioners are in error in the 
statement of the facts: They claim 
that at the meeting last vear all text- 
books for the next five years were se- 
lected except the geography.

Portland, Ore., July 28.—Members of 
both parties in congress believe there 
is an “Imperative demand for immedi-
